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colonies, so that for several years I knew of no (loodijera in Rhode 
Island, except the rather common f/. }nd>(\<t(‘ens. 

However, in the earlv fall of 1948, Mr. John R. Hudson found 
a colony of (hodycra plants, obviously not pubescens, growing in 
moist woods under hemlocks in the town of Cllocester, R. I., and 


we later visited the colonv 



At first we l)oth assumed 


them to be (!. repctis, l)ut when we found rather thick-stemmed 
plants 10" or more in lieight and with the Hower-raceme cylin¬ 
drical!, we began to suspect that some, at least, ol the plants 
might be (>. lessckila. 

We, therefore, on August 12,1950, collected two specimens, both 
in fruit, one with a cvlindrical racieme and the other with a one- 
sided raceme, and I took both to Dr. Fernald, at the (Jray Her¬ 
barium, for a positive* identification. Dr. I’ernald identified both 
as (/. tcssclata, but suspected that there* may have been some 
hybridizing with O', pubescens, which is fre*eiuent in the same 
woods. 

Dr. Fernald believes that the plant whie’h in the early records 
was called (I. repens was the plant whie*h is now called (!. tessclala. 
Some of these recejrds were made before* lesselala was recognized 
with us as a species, that is, when only i)ubesecns and repens were 
being recognized, so that a plant which was e‘learly not pubeseens 
must have been considered to be repens. 

It appears likely that the smaller plants with erne-sided flower- 
rae*emes which were dest.reeyed by the 1938 hurricane were really 
small specimens e)f (!. tesselata. It is eloubtful that repens has 
ever been found in Rhode Island.— C'haulf.s S. Bryan, Pre)vd-
